Mexico’s border plan gets chilly reception 


Prcsidcnt-clcct wants cooperative . 
North American trade partnership

WASHINGTON - Mexican President-elect 
\^centc Fox floated his controversial plan for 
opening the U.S.-Mexico border to more 
migration with Vice President A1 Gore here 
Ihursday, but was told his idea was not likely 
to fly in the United States, on adv^ to the 
Democratic presidential nominee said. 

“Gore said some elements of Fox’s proposal 
were problematic in the U.S.,” said Leon 
Fuerth, Gore’s national security advisw. “But . 
he was interested to note that Fox wanted to 
paint this as a very long-tenn vision.” 

The coinipMts came as Fox, the first oppori- 
tion cled^ piedd^t in Mexico in 

71-years,' {laid a 6rie-d^'viat;here that also 
included meetiz^ with President Clinton- and.. 



President Clinton meets with Mexico’s president- 
elect, Vicente Fox, Thursday at the White Home. 
He met earlier wlUi Vice President Al Gore, 
members of his Ciabinct, opinion makers and 
representatives of human ri^ts organizations. 


It was Fox’s first visit to Washington since 
he was elcaed July 2. 

In public comments since the election. Fox 
and his top aides have .sought to shake up the 
U.S.-Mcxican relationship. They have floated 
controversial proposals on the touchy topics 
of migration and drug-related corruption, ami 
suggested that Mexico will seek a significant 
increase in development-related assistance 
from its chief partners in trade, the United 
States and Canada. 

Fox has called for a European Union-style 
parmership for North America, in which the 
United States and Cimada would help create 
jobs and raLsc income levels in Mexico. 

Althou^ he raised the miction issue with 
Gon, Fox appeared to consciously mule most 
of that rhetoric. 

He told reporters his meetings touched 
broadly on a variety of topics but that his 
main objective was to have a “very friendly 
conversation.” 


Land deal 
doesn’t 
bring state: 
peak value

GOODING - The state might be 
getting less than peak value for 
Gooding County land, under a 
long-term lease with a loc'fil 
randier - but the state is getting 
more than it would get without 
the deal. • 

Gooding sheep rancher John 
Faulkner of Faulkner Land and 
Livestock lca.scs about 882 acres 
of state land between Wendell 
and Gooding. He irrigates and 
forms 400 to SOO acres of it, and 
his livestock graze the rest. 

Under a 1993 deal with toe 
stole Land Board, Faulkner pM 
a flat fee based on 10 dmes t&t 
icing, grazing fee, which amowR* j 
■•toaAnia|G,500afmuaUy«l|odlt / 
vml go up to 17 times the grtoing ' 
fee in 2002. That is l^ thon the 
land would be worth if leased as 
irrigated cropland, according to 
documents obtained by The 
Times-News. 

The state Department of Lands 
and Foulkncr, however, are 
embroiled in a controversy over a 
propos^ water transfer to allow 
Faulkner to irrigate an additional 
200 acres. The water right would 
irrigate 320 acres, but Faulkner 
already irrigalc.s a part of that 
land with another temporary 
water right, he said. 

A number of Hagcrman Valley 
water users and Snake River 
Canyon fish hatcheries raised 
objections to the transfer. The 
department already had ksiied a 
final decision, but officials agreed 

to hear additional concerns. 

The water right transfer is con- 
troversial bt'cause it would revive 
a water right issued in 1974 for a 
Carey Act project that never 
materialized. Because the water 
would be used on state land, the 
water ri(^t would bo in the name 
of the .state Depurtiuent of Lands. i 
Department officials have not ' 

made a decision on the issue, 
since holding a public meeting 
last month. 

The Land Board, required to ’ 

earn the maximum for the state 
scliooi endowment fund, support- 
ed the transfer because it would 
increase the land’s value. But tho 
state won’t see that increase until 
2011. 

Faulkner’s situation is unusual. 

The 882 acres tvas fcdcr;al land 
traded to the stale in 1989. At the; 
time, Faulkner held a grazing 
lease on it with the Bureau or 
Land Management. 

Faulkner e.'i.sentially was grant; 
ed a 20-year lease. State grazing 
leases normally run 10 years. Tha 
land capacity was set at 137 ani- 
mal-unit-months - a unit of graz- 
ing management dial equals the 
amoum of forage five sheep eat 
Please see LAND, PageA2; 


Report; High school smoking drops in 1999 
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Tha AMOctated Prats 

ATLANTA - Smoking among 
high-schoolers dropped slightly 
last year after climbing for most 
of the 1990s, the government 
said ‘Riprsday. 

Government analysts attrib- 
uted the drop to teen smoking 
prevention programs and the 
higher cost of d^rettes. 

“The good news is we api^ 
to be cresting or starting to 


decline from the epidemic of the 
1990s,” said Terry Pcchacek, 
associate diredor of the Office 
of Smoking and Health at the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

The CDC said 34.8 percent of 
high school students iji 1999 
reported that they had smoked a 
cigarette in the previous 30 
days. That was down from 36.4 
percent in 1997 and the first 
overall dedihe since the govern- 


ment’s first such study, in 1991. 
The studies are done every two 
years. 

Smoking dropped 17 percent 
among bi^ school freshmen in 
what was seen as a particularly 
encouraging sign. 

“Thai’s where we’re having 
the impact,” Pechacek said. 

But government analysts also 
said community efforts are 
being foiled by tobacco advertis- 
ing that hooks young smokers.

Cheney said that when he was a 
Republican congressman from 
Wyoming, he hel^ get a million 
acres designated as wilderness 
' but only af^ listening to all sdes. 
“Most people have a great love for 
this country. But we also have on 
economy tlut has to flourish.” 

Clinton has altered the West’s 
political landscape by creating or 
adding to 10 ludonal monuments 
covering nearly 4 million acres in 
ttoWest 

The monuments protect an 
unprecedented array of natural 
wonders, from giant sequoias in 
California to ordueological sites 
in Colorado to andenc ironwood 
trees in Aritona. 

The monument designation, 
first used by President Theodore 
Roosevelt to protect the Grand 
Canyon, con remove land from 
min^ log^ng, grazing and other 
extractive uses that are allowed 
on much of the nation's 630 mil- 
lion acres of federal land. 

Environmentalists welcome the 
designation of national monu- 
ments, but critics complain that 
the d^goadons bypass the nor- 
iQal give^md-take of the political 
process because they require no 
congressional approval

in one month. 

In 1993, Faulkner proposed to 
the Depanment of L^ds to irri- 
gate pan of the land .and raise 
potatoes or other crops on the 
land. He yrould irrimte as much 
as he could 'get^oUr for, 
adding-acres as he obtained 
water. 

Faulkner wanted to keep it os 
a grazing lease so he could 
reven to grazing should he lose 
oU or part of his federal land 
permit^ he said in an interview 
Wedne^y. 

But department officials, 
after reviewing similar leases, 
recommended to the board that 
the land should be leased at $50 
to $75 an acre, said Bryce 
Taylor, chief of range manage- 
ment ond surface leasing. 

Faulkner took his offer to the 
Land Board. 

He offered to pay 10 times 
the grazing fee for the 137 
AUMs for the first 10 years, 
then incxeasing that to 17 tirpes 
the grazing fee for the second 10 ~ 
years of the lease that expires in 
2011 . 

‘That’s what I was willing to 
do,” Faulkner said. “Take it or 
leave it.” 

The deal he offered, he said, 
still was “10 times better than 
they were getting." 

"nie board realized Faulkner’s 
offer would mean more money 
to the state, Taylor said. 
Rejecting his offer would mean 
the rem would stay the same as 
diy grazing land - an average of 
74 cents and aixe - for the next .. 
nearly 20 years. 

“He had us to a degree," 
Taylor said. 

The board approved the offer. 

But Land Board members 
were tough, Faulkner said. They 
would not have approved the 
deal if .had not been good for 
thestate. 

The state grazing fee in 2000 
is $475 per AUM. Faulkner will 
pay 10 times the $4.75 for 137 
AUMs or $6,50750 year. In 
2001 it will go to 17 times the

grazing fee - at this year’s rate 
that would be $11,062.75. 

The 500 acres, if leased os ini- 
gated cropland, would other- 
wise bring about $50 per acre - 
perhaps more > or about 
. $25,000, 

’’ Since Faulkner made the 
deal, he has tried to grow pota- 
toes on the land, but the land 
was loo rough, he said. Water 
pooled in some areas while 
other areas were too -dry. 
Instead he has been growing 
com and grain - some of it as 
feed for area dairies, he said. 

For Faulkner it is a long-term 
investment, he said. He cleared 
the land and secured the irriga- 
tion water and systems - costs 
that he says he has not yet 
recovered. 

When Faulkner’s deal expires 
in 2011, others may bid on the 
lease, said Tracy Behrens, range 
management specialist with the 
Department of Lands. But if 
another bidder gets a lease, he 
or she would have to pay 
Faulkner the market value of 
the 137 AUMs - that is port of 
the deal included in the trans- 
fer, and would be true for any 
state grazing land that is former 
BIM land, Behrens said. 

For the state, the improve- 
ments in the land, and a water 
right that would irrigate 320 
acres means a good increase in 
income. Behrens estimates the 
land would rent for $70 an acre, 
perhaps more with the water 
right 

That adds up to $22,400, he 
said. 

But the sitiiation has put the 
state in an awkward position. 
The water right would make the 
land worth more to the state, 
but it also would put the state in 
the awkward position of holding 
8 water right that be sotior 
to private water rights, Taylor 
said '

Lawyer for accused

MOSCOW (AP) - A Pennsylvania 
businessman accused of spying and 
held in a top security Russian jail 
was refused) bail Thursday, despite 
his lawyer's arguments that hd may 
have cancer and needs specialized 
medical help. 

Edmond Pope, a former U.S. Navy 
intelligence officer, was arrested in 
April on charges of purchasing secret 
design information about a high-tech 
torpMO for tens of thousands of dol- 
lars. His lawyer said Thursday he is 
accused of buying the plans from a 
Russian science professor.

Hundreds of complaints about indus- 
trial dairy odor, flies and discharges have 
poured in from Hollister, south of Filer, 
west of Filer, from the Northside and 
from all over Magic Valley. Homeowners 
have even filed a recent lawsuit against 
Twin Falls County begging for relief. 

For 10 years, the odor and fly problem 
has grown as tens of thousands of cows 
have been freely permitted without pub- 
lic hearings! I was dismayed by a docu- 
ment dated Aug. 5 and signed by the 
Idaho Department of Agriculture, Idaho 
Department of Water Resources and 
Idaho Department of Environmental 
Quality rating an industrial dairy appli- 
cation next to a state park as “low 
impact” and stating the following: "Due 
to the proximity to the National Park 
land, an odor management plan could be 
; implemented to ensure continued us^ of 
■ this area for recreation.” What odor man- 
agement program? 

Industrial dairies on the Northside 
have become so badly fly-infested this 
summer that airplanes are being used to 
apply retardant on the dairy fatties. 

The Times-News had an article about 
Rock Creek near the public park and the 
tributary of Deadmon’s Gult^ stating 
that c-coli counts had reached 961 per 
ml. Most authorities close the water to 
human use at between 80 to 150 per 100 
ml. What this'article did not say was that

U.S. Customs 
seizes money 
in crackdown 

, WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U-S. Customs Service has seized 
more than $11.4 million in cash 
that people tried to smuggle out 
of the country, including by stuff- 
ing it in bicycle tires, cereal 
boxes and concealed cor compart- 
ments. 

At least one person attempted 
to sneak cash out of the country 
by tightly rolling $100 bills, 
inserting &cm into condoms and

, dering. The operation led to 194 
arrests, including people wanted 
for armed robbery and drug pos- 
session, Customs said as it 
announced the action Thursday. 

The “vast majority of the 
seized money related to the sale 
of illegal drugs,’’ Customs 
■ Commissioner Raymond Kelly 
told The Associated Press in an 
interview.

American Cancer Society execu- 
tive accused of embezzling mil- 
lions from the charity used some 
of it to pay for an addition to his 
home, 35 pear trees for his yard, 
and two all-terrain vehicles. 

Court records also oUege Daniel 
Wiant, 35, used more than 
$10,000 from the organization to 
rent an apartment for an “uitin-

ELKO, Nev. - On the advice of legal 
counsel, Elko County commissioners 
voted Wednesday to ask U.S. District 
Court Judge David Hagen to enjoin them 
in a lawsuit brought by the federal gov- 
ernment against the Shovel Brigade. 

District Attorney Gary Woodbury told 
commissioners it would be necessary for 
them to tecome involved in the suit, to 
protect their contention that the contro- 
versial South Canyon Road belongs to 
the county. 

If the court rules that the self-pro- 
claimed Shovel Brigade trespassed on 
U.S. Forest Service land last month, 
when it worked to reopen a portion of 
the road, the county could lose its chance 
to prove ownership. 

Flkit County activist Demor Dahl, pres- 
ident of the Shovel Brigade, said he was 
served with the trespass complaint earli- 
er this month and has"already'fUed'hls“ 
response. 

His answer to the complaint, he said 
Thursday, is, “If you stick me with tres- 
pass, then prove you own the road." 

“It is time we get this ownership ques- 
tion settled," he ^d. .

BOISE (AP) - The state Land 
Board is leaning toward allowing 
site-specific grass field burning 
after members heard nearly 
three hours of testimony from 
government officials, grass seed 
producers and the timber indus- 
try. 

Mike Everett, deputy director 
of the Idaho Department of 
Agriculmre, told the Land Board 
on Thureday that desperate farm- 
ers are illegally burning fields 
because their livelihood is at 
stake. He proposed a compromise 
between the current statewide 
ban on field burning and remov- 
ing zestrictionientinely. 


Republican state Rep. Wayne 
Meyer grows grass seed on the 
Raffidrw Prairie. He appealed 
to the board to loosen agnoiltur- 
al burning restrictions because 
farmers lose thousands of 
dollars each if they are unable to 
replant their fields in time for 
next year. 

“Would it not be better to btirn 
some of these fields in a con- 
trolled situation?”

Glenn Jacklin, who oversees 
grass seed research at his Post 
Falls business, echoed Meyer's 
concerns.

Tyler Montague, 18, of Salt 
Lake City, and L^ce Buchi, 18. of

. dition.

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Montana crews brace for wind, lightning 


HELENA, Mont. (APJ - High 
wind fanned wildfires in the 
Bitterroot Valley on Thursday as . 
crews braced for a weekend of 
gusty v^d and dry lightning. 

Driven by 30- to SO-mph wind, a 
fire in Montana’s Bitterroot 
Valley jumped a road Thursday, 
and crews were trying to locate 
the fire's leading edge. A day ear- 
lier. wind swept the blase into 
new territory and authorities 
issued a mandatory evacuation 
order for about 20 homes. 

The fire ignited baled hay, but 
there was no confirmed loss of 
homes. 

The blase was part of the 
54,700-acre Skalkaho Complex, 
which is among 25 major fires 
burning 591,851 acres in ' 
Montana. The fire season in the 
state has been incense for at least 
a month. 

Fires this year have burned 5.7 
million acres aaoss the country, 
and the National Interagency 
Fire Center said 76 major fires 
were burning on 1.4 million 
acres. The fire season already is 
the worst in at least a half-centu- 
ry, and the outlook remained 
bleak. 

The center said dry lightning 
storms were expeaed throughout

out Idaho. 

While crews reined in three 
fires overnight, including the 
28,500-acre Burley Complex in 
•outhem Idaho, two new starts 
were reported and little headway 
was made against the raging 
Clear Creek fire in central 
Idaho's Salmon-Challis National 
Forest 

At more than 175,500 acres, it 
remained the nation’s single 
largest wildfire and was in part 
responsible for thick smoke mak- 
ing air unhealthy as far away as 
Lewiston and hfoscow - about 350 
TwHai northwest 
The National Imeragencv Fire 
Center in Boise estimates as 
many as 9,000 of the 20,000 wild- 
land firefighters throughout the 
West are students. 

Last Thursday, Interior 
Secretary Bruce Babbitt asked 
Western governors and university 
presidents to allow college stu- 
dents on the fire line to register 
later. Idaho Gov. Dirk 
Kempthome already had taken 
that step, extending registration 
.deadlines to as late as Sept. 25, 
depending on the school 
“We were Just trying to ease 
the anxiety. If it helps one stu- 
dent, It’s worth it,” Kempthome 
spokesman Mark Snider said. 

Bryce Hillman, 25, a student at 
Idaho Sute University, said he 
-expects- to-make-$8, 000-by- 
October as a firefighter. Besides 
the money, he considers the work 
so important that he will runain 
at the blazes rather than going 
back to school this semester. 

“The school says you can come 
back late, but to get three weeks 
behind in some of my classes like 
organic chemistry and physics 
would make life pretty rough,” 
Hillman, a biology major, said. 

Low student firefi^ter return 
numbers do not surprise Reta 
Pikowsky, registrar at the 
University of Idaho in Moscow. 

"They’ll still have to do the 
make-up, and in two weeks you 
can really get behind in some of 
these classes,” she said. 
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Agency weighs power need versus salmon 



LEWISTON (AP) - Last week, 
the Bonneville Power Admin- 
istration was making all of its sur- 
plus power available to 
C^fomia. 

This week, the agency is in 
need of a little help itself and is 
purchasing surplus electricity 
from the Golden State. 

Low river flows have pushed to 
the edge of capacity the 
Northwest’s energy system, 
whidi relies largely on hydropow- 
er. The continuing dearth of 
water coidd be bad for migrating 
salmon. 

Bonneville officials have been 
on the verge of declaring a power 
emergency that would end 
salmon-friendly spill regimes at 
Snake and Columbia river dams 
in favor of power generation. 

The agency Monday asked the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
Reservoir Control Center to draft 
Dworshak Reservoir on the 
Clearwater River, Grand Coulee 
Dam and Lake Pend Oreille 
below their minimum summer 
levels and to reduce spill for fish 
in the lower Ciolumbia River. 


'The corps balked at chat, but 
did temporarily reduce the 
amount of water being spilled at 
The Dalles and Bonneville dams. 

If Bonneville, which markets 
federd power generated in the 
Northwest, does declare an emer- 
gency It would have greater 
authority to take action for more 


gency, we will likely interrupt 
fish spill again and draft the 
reservoirs harder than we would 
otherwise,” Bonneville opera- 
tions manager Robyn MacKay 
' said. “We try to minimize it to 


the extent posable but obviously . 
our goal is to keep the lights on.” - 

Michelle DeHart of the Fish 
Passage Center in Portland said 
if spiU ends, it will have a bad 
effect on juvenile fish in the 
river. 

The corps did stop spilling 
water at Dwrshak Dam in favor 
of putting as much water through 
the dam’s turbines as possible. 
That has reduced outflows thm 
from 14,000 cubic feet per second 
to 10,600 cfs.

U.S. urges sovereign 
status for Hawaiians 


NAMPA (AP) - Sugar beet 
farmers arc being asked by the 
federal govemmcni to idle some 
of their aaeage in exchange for 
sugar they con sell, but experts 
say the program is not enou^ to 
ivit eten an increasin gl y sour 
market’ 

“It's a Band-Aid for a bad 
wound,” Farm Service Agency 
Canyon County Committee 
member Cleo Miller said. 

Last year, sugar was one of the 
most stable agriculture com- 
modities in the county. Today, 
sugar prices are at an 18-year 
low, and producers fear Medcan 
imports will continue to flood 
the market. 

“This Industry has got some 
severe problems,” Canyon 
County Farm Service Agency 
Executive Director Lary Silver 
said.

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HONOLULU (AP) - Acknow- 
ledging "less than honorable” 
actions by the United States 
against Native Hawaiians more 
than a century agoi the federal 
government recommended 
Wednesday that indigenous 
Islanders be given the same sov- 
ereign status as most American , 
Indians. 

The plan, similar to legisla- 
tion proposed by Sen. Daniel 
Akaka, D-Hawaii, aims to give 
Native Hawaiians greater con- 
trol over their lands and cultur- 
al r esources and t o protect 
more than 180 government- 
funded programs that benefit' 
them, including housing and 
health care. 

Many Hawaiian leaden- say 
those programs are thre&tened 
by a U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
- in February that cast doubt on 
the notion that Native 
Hawaiians are entitled to spe- 
cial privileges. The court threw 
out a Hawaii law barring non- 
Hawaiians from voting for 
trustees of the state Office of 
Hawaiian Affairs. 

The report is a product of 
hearings held throughout the 
state in December by Interior 
and Justice department offi- 
cials. Those talks were called 
for in a 1993 congressional reso- 
lution, signed by President 
Clinton, apologizing for 
America’s role in the 1893 over- 
throw of Queen Lili'uokalani. 
Five years after the overthrow, 
the United Stales unilaterally 
annexed Hawaii. 

The 100th anniversaries of 


those events added momentum 
to the fragmented Hawaiian 
sovereignty movement, whose 
goals range from restoring the 
monarchy and declaring Inde- 
pendence to creating a state- 
within-a-state government for 
Hawaii's 200,000 Indigenous 
residents. 

History “affirms instances in 
which U.S. actions were less 
than honorable,” said 
Jacqueline Agtuca, acting direc- 
tor of the Justice Department’s 
Office of Tribal Justice. “For 
justice to be served , the federal 
government sttoul'dliohdr the 
unique relationship that exists 
with Native Hawaiians and 
respond to their desire for more 
local control." 

Assistant Interior Secretary 
John Berry said the draft report 
seeks to give Hawaiians limited 
sovereignty. 

It recommends that Congress 
create a framework for recog- 
nizing a “govemment-to-govem- 
ment” relationship ‘with a 
Native Hawaiian governing 
body that would be similar to 
relationships the United States 
maintains with Indian tribes. 
TTie govenunent now recognizes 
556 tribal entities. 

“The draft report reflects the 
mana'o (thoughts) offered by 
the Native Hawaiian communi- 
ty,” Akaka said. “Of equal 
importance is the federal gov- 
ernment’s clear reaffirmation 
of the United States’ special 
responsibility for the welfare of 
Native Hawaiians as a native 
people in the United States.”

Besotted by the music of 
George Jones at a young age, 
Kershaw got a guitar from his 
grandfather at age 11 and 
debuted professionally at 12 
with J.B. Perry, a popular local 
musician. 

Working os a roadie for Perry, 
Kershaw toured the South, then 
j teen-ager moved to 
Oklahoma where he played the 
ice house circuit and cvehtually 
joined the band Blackwatcr as 
lead singer. 

In Che honky-tonks of the 
Southwest and Upper Midwest, 
he earned his craft well enough 
to eventually venture back home 
to Cajun country in search of a 
bigger career. It never hap- 
pened. 

Kershaw, however, developed 
problems with drugs and alcohol. 
In 1988, after 18 years of trying 
to make it in music, he gave up 
and went to work for Wal-Mart 
as a remodeling supervisor. 

Once Mercury discovered him, 
of course, fame came like a 
gully-washer. 

His first album, “Don’t Go 
Near the Water,’’ included the 
single “Cadillac Style,” which 
soared -to No. 3 and spent five . 
months on the Billboard country 
charts. His next three singles - 
'Don’t Go Near the Water," 
'Yard Sale” and “Anywhere But 
Here’’ - all cracked the Top 20, 
and a cut from his second album,

Top executives resign 
In wake of trading fiasco 

SPOKANE, Wash. - Months 
after the company lost more than 
SlOO million in an energy trading 
fiasco, several Avista Utilities 
executives have resigned. 

Avista Corp. Chairman Tom 
Matthews announced the depar- 
tures of President Edward Turner, 
Patrick Damiano and Mary Lou 
Myers on Wednesday. 

The announcement did not link 
the departures to the losses, but 
Damlono was director of wholesale 
marketing and trading. Myers han- 
dled financial accounting for the 
utility. 

In April, an energy trader for the 
utility made several deals obligat- 
ing the company to deliver power 
at preset prices over several 
months. Avista Utilities did not 
have enough power to meet the 
contracts, so had to buy electricity 
at a time when prices were soaring. 
The trader took his own life. ^ 
The company lost $126 miUion 
on wholesale electricity-trading 
deals in the second quarter ending 
June 31. 

The board of directors refused to 
accept Matthews’ resignation in 
June. 

Several shareholder lawsuits fol- 
lowed a stodc plunge that dropped 
the company’s market capitaliza- 
tion by almost half compared to 
early April levels. 

Avista shares closed down 56 
cents Wednesday at $18.88.

Strike ends; Verizon can 
focus now on repairs, orders

WASHINGTON - With the last of its union 
employees returning to work, Verizon 
Communicadons can now turn to dealing with 
consumers frustrated by delayed repairs and 
unfilled orders for new service, 

The phone giant estimates it will take a 
month to dear 230,000 such requests that piled 
up over the IS^lay strike. 

Verizon, the nation's largest local phone com- 
pany and wireless business, reached agreement 
with union negotiators late Wednesday on a 
tentative contract for 35,000 workers in six mid- 
Atlantic states and the District of Columbia. 

About M.OOO other workers in New York and 
New England settled their contracts last e 
weekend and returned to the job Monday. 
Some in New York stayed off the job 
Wednesday, honoring picket lines set up by 
striking workers from the mid-Atlantic region. 

Union leaders say workers will return to their 
jobs with new job protections. 

Talks between the CWA unit from the mid- 
Adontic region and Verizon became entangled . 
over local issues and concents about mandatory 
overtime. Currently, workers can be ordered to 
put in 10 to 15 hours of overtime a week. 

Under the tentative agreement, customer ser- 
vice representatives could not be required to 
work more than 7.5 hours of ovenime weekly. 
Technicians and operators in the region would 
have an eight-hour-per week cap on mandatory 
overtime, beginning next year. 

All three tentative ogreemems include a 12 
percent increase in wages over the life of the 
three-yeor contracts, options for all employees 
for purchasing 100 shares of Verizon stock and 
a 0.7 percent limit on the number of jobs in any 
region that can be moved to another area in a 
year.

State attorneys general settle with Time Inc. on mailings

BOISE - Idaho is among 49 
states and the District of 
Columbia that have settled an 
investigation into sweepstakes 
mailings by Time Inc., state 
Attorney General A1 Lance 
said. 

In addition to refunding $4.9

“We’re pleased that we’ve 
addressed the concerns that the 


attorneys general had," Peter 
Cosiiglio, spokesman for Time 
Inc. in New York, said Thursday. 

About 6,000 “high activity" 
customers will receive refunds 
through the settlement. High 
Bciirity customers are those who 
spent more than $500 in any of 
the last three years on the com- 
pany’s “Guaranteed and 
Bonded” sweepstakes. 

Costigiio said customers 
should receive their refund in 


about a month, 

On Tuesday, officials in Idaho, 
23 other states and the District 
of Columbia announced an 518 
million settlement with 
Publishers Clearing House 
sweepstakes company stemming 
from lawsuits and investigations 
over the last two years. 

That settlement will go to cus- 
tomers who spent at least $2,500 
with Publishers Clearing House 
between 1997 and 1999.

CHICAGO - A lawsuit filed in 
Cook County Circuit Court 
claims Jewel food stores, owned 
by Idaho-based Albertson's, and 
Dominick’s are conspiring to 
keep the price of a gallon of milk 
SI higlter in Chicago tiian the 
rest of the country. 

The lawsuit charges top-level 
executives from both stores Iteld 
secret meetings to discuss keep- 
ing retail milk prices high. 

“If people were mad about 
gasoline, they're sure as i'ell 
gonna be mad about milk.” said 
former Senate President Philip 
Rock, whose law firm filed the 
lawsuit. 

Rock's firm surveyed .^l) Jewel 
and Dominick’s stores in the 
Chicago area and found every 
Jewel charged $3.69 for a gallon 
of Deans milk and 29 out 30 
Dominick's charged $.3,69 for its 
own brand of milk. The 30th 
Dominick’s sttire diarged S3.59. 

The lawsuit says Dominick’s 
and Jewel executives p.irticipul- 
ed in a series of secret meetings 
and convttTsaiions during wliich 
retail milk prices were discussed 
and agreed to. 

Representatives for Jewel - 
and Dominick's deny tlie 
charges. 

“I don't know Itow Dominick's 
detennincs their price for milk, 
but our price for milk is some- 
ilting we determine internally," 
Jewel spokeswoman Karen 
Ramas-soid, "As (or Jewel offi- 
cers meefing with Dominick's 
officfTs, absolutely iioi." 

The lawsuit also charges both 
companies let representatives of 
the other enter their stores with 
hand-lield scanners to record 
prices. 

“That is common in the food 
industry," said Brian Dowling, a 
spokesman for Dominick's par- 
ent company. Safeway. “We're 
not fixing prices - we’re check- 
ing to make sure we're competi- 
tive on a very sensitive iu-m.

Youne; immigrant realizes American dream with own high-tech company

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We all know America is the land of 
opportunity. But just how far can an 
immigrant climb after only one genera- 
tion? 

Eduardo Enriquez knows a little about 
this. At 10, he and his family moved from 
. Mexico City to a Chicago suburb, where 
•the elder Enriquez worked as a manager 
at a telecommunications company, niree 
years later die family moved to Houston. 

“I was excited to move to the United 
States,” said Enriquez,, 32. “It was clean 
, and advanc^ In my rnind I would think 
■ about how advanced it was.. The neigh- 
borhoods, the cars." 

He knew he wanted to be a business- 
man like his father, but envisioning 
exactly what he wanted to do was a little 


tougher. The last thing he was thinking 
about was someday raising millions of 
dollars to launch a high-tech Internee 
company. 

Back fhpfi, like a lot of Texas kids, he 
was thinking footbalL At Houston’s Klein 
High Sch^ he played running back. He 
wat on to pl^ at Rice University. 

"In Ugh school I thought I could be a 
profes^nai football player," said 
Enikpiez. "But in college, sports becomes 
a business and it wasn’t fun for me any- 
more. There were meetings and practioe, - 
meetings and practice. It was like a job.” 


His football career ended when he 
graduated in 1990, but he did learn some- 
thing about training, something that 
would come back later as inspiration for 
an Internet software company. 

“There was no way coaches could keep 


track of all these players and their work- 
out schedules, especially in the off-sea- 
son,” Enriquez said. “We would leave 
with a big that told us what stretch- 
es and wann-ups and exercises to do, but 
the coaches could not tell if we did it.” 

After cntlege, Enriquez went to work in 
Kansas City, Mo., for a company owned by 
Siemens Conxiratkm and IBM. He helped 
design, develop and implement telecom- 
mmuadons interns for corporations. 

"When you’re selling communications 
systems,” Enriquez saii "you learn about 
ail company departments. You learn that 
the human resources department has a 
heavy commurilcaiions flow. They are 
responsible for new employees, place- 
ments, benefits packages. When you 
learn about that, learn companies arc 
paying for part of the fimess club fees for 


employees because there’s an incentive 
from the insurance companies, it kind of 
stays in the back of your head.” 

Since leaving Siemens in 1992, 
Enriquez has worked for various high- 
tech companies. Two-and-a-half years 
ago, he joined Morristown, N.J.-bascd 
Imc^ancc, a company that specializes in 
Internet marketing. He remains a vice 
president there. 

- Now, 10 years after leaving athletics 
behind, he’s coming back around. 

In Mareh, he launched Entrena, a com- 
pany known as an application service 
provider, which creates programs that 
can be customized for different Web 


sites.

day you see a different workout based on 
where you should be,” Enriquez said. “If 
today you’re supposed to do chest and 
shoulder exerds^ you see whatever sets 
to do and how much rest to take in 
between exerdses.”
